REC BOARD TO 
6IVE COUNCIL 
HICHER BUDGET 


Gettysburg Recreation Board at 
its meeting Monday evening in 
the junior high school building 
made plans for its “winter pro­ 
gram ’’ 
and outlined 
a budget 
which it will submit to the bor 
ough’s finance committee as a 
suggestion for next year. 
Actual decision on the recrea­ 
tion budget is made by the bor­ 
ough council as part of the town s 
annual budget, but the recreation 
board each year is asked to sub­ 
mit a budget for the guidance of 
the town officials. 
The proposed budget suggests 
allocation of $20,000 for recrea 
tion purposes during the coming 
year, compared to $19,000 budg­ 
eted last year and actual ex­ 
penses of $18,615.71 during the 
year. 
Part of the increase in the sug­ 
gested budget, as well as the 
reason why this year’s expend! 
ture is lower than the budgeted 
amount, is based on amount the 
state pays toward the director’s 
and supervisors’ 
salaries. 
Last 
year the budget had been based 
on an anticipated payment by the 
state of 52 per cent of the cost 
of supervisors’ and the director’s 
salaries. Actually the state paid 
57 per cent. Discussion Monday 
night indicated that it can be 
anticipated the amount paid by 
the state toward the salaries will 
be lower during the coming year 
than it was during the past year 
PLAN IMPROVEMENTS 
The proposed budget also con 
templates a total of $1,700 for 
“capital 
improvements” 
during 
the coming year. About half of 
that amount is scheduled to go 
for 
shuffle 
boards 
and 
other 
equipment in a “Senior Citizens 
area” contemplated for the south­ 
ern end of the Recreation Field. 
The other half is scheduled to go 
toward renovation of Hie light­ 
ing system at the softball field. 
The 1964 budget had called for 
expenditure of $1,000 for capital 
improvement. In actual fact $1,- 
782.25 was spent, with the “addi­ 
tional" $782.25 gained from in­ 
creased state appropriation for 
professional salaries.

Cen. Khanh Warns United States He 
Will Not Tolerate Intervention In 
Vietnamese Affairs Following Purge

against foreign intervention in 
Vietnamese affairs and made it 
clear he would not go along with 
American 
dem ands 
that 
the 
purge be undone. 
“ We make sacrifices for the 
country’s independence and the 
Vietnamese people’s liberty, but 
not to carry out the policy of 
any 
foreign 
country." 
Khanh 
said in a radio address to the 
nation. 


The ex-prem ier pledged the 
continued support of the armed

All told the state provided 
$1,105 03 more toward profession­ 
al salaries during this year than 
was anticipated when the budget 
was made up. The budget had 
contemplated local expenditure of 
$3,200 toward the director's salary 
and $7,000 as the local share to­ 
ward the supervisors' lalaries.

“INADEQUATE'' 


HARRIS BU R G (AP) — A 
spokesman for the humane so­ 
ciety says he plans to ask Gov. 
Scranton for a Justice Depart- 
merit investigation on the meth­ 
ods in which animals are treat­ 
ed in Pennsylvania 
At the same time. Frank J. 
McMahon, director of field ser­ 
vices for the society, called for 
new legislation to update the 
state’s animal laws, which he 
termed inadequate. 
McMahon appeared b e f o r e 
representatives of the state Ag­ 
riculture Department here Mon­ 
day and termed Pennsylvania a 
“ clearing house for cruelty.” 


“ REPUGNANT, APPALLING" 
He was particularly disturbed 
about the way research animals 
were treated. 
“ Animals held in this common­ 
wealth for resale to various in­ 
stitutions are kept under the 
most repugnant and appalling 
conditions imaginable,” he said 
Later he told a newsman that 
he hoped Scranton would lend 
his assistance and influence to 
a movement to halt alleged ab­ 
uses of animals in the state 
The governor has been noted 
for his humane viewpoints.” Mc­ 
Mahon said I think it is time 
he proved fhem.” 


SOLD BY POUND 
The Humane Society has 6,000 
members in Pennsylvania. Mc­ 
Mahon said, adding that “thou­ 
sands of dollar* have been spent 
by this philanthropic group in 
the past five years to investi­ 
gate the poor conditions here.” 
He asked the state agriculture 
officials: 
“ Have you ever seen dogs, 
cats, rabbits, cr other types of 
animals crammed into wooden 
crates, regardless of their size 
of physical condition, hung on a 
scale and sold for a few cents 
per pound?

TFX P A S S ES 
21-M IN U TE 
FLIGHT TEST

FORT WORTH. Tex. (AP) - 
The sleek fighter plane which 
figured in the stormy TFX de­ 
bate successfully executed an 
airborne test Monday although 
a minor malfunction cut short 
the maiden flight. 
The supersonic F ill, a multi­ 
purpose craft commonly called 
the TFX. made a 21-mmute test 
hop from Carswell Air Force 
Base and its brief performance 
brought praise from many quar­ 
ters. 
Citations came from both the 
Air Force and the Navy, for 
whom the swept-wing aircraft 
was designed. 


CUT IN HALF 
The test was scheduled for 40 
minutes but was cut in half be- 
c?use the two-man crew was 
unable to retract the plane's 
wing flaps after takeoff. 
Project directors called the 
malfunction minor and said a 
second test would come in a 
week or IO days. 
Test pilot Richard L. Johnson 
and copilot Val E. Prahl flew 
the craft at a top speed of 230 
miles per hour. Plans had called 
for a maximum speed of just 
under 350 m p h. 
The plane reached an altitude 
of more than 15,000 feet. 


COST PROMLEMS 
Despite the apparent success 
of the initial flight, there were 
reports that the project is en­ 
countering cost problems and 
that the Navy is disturbed about 
what it considers the F ill’s ex­ 
cessive weight. 
Frank W. Davis, president* of 
General Dynamics’ Fort Worth 
plant, where the plane was as­ 
sembled, said this was not the 
case. 
“It’s not as far as I’m con­ 
cerned,” he said. “We’re just 
about on cost and we’re IO days 
ahead of schedule.” 
He said if the Navy is unhap­ 
py. “you’ll have to talk to the 
Navy abou* that.”

STATE MENTAL 
HEALTH UNIT 
URGES FUNDS 


HARRISBURG 
(A P)-U nless 
the Scranton administration in­ 
creases state funds for mental 
health by $15 million, the 100.000 
persons who need care in Penn­ 
sylvania face a bleak new year, 
a statewide citizens group said 
Monday. 
Pennsylvania 
Mental Health, 
Inc., called on the governor to 
include the increased appropria­ 
tion in his 1965-66 fiscal budget. 
Frederick D. Justin, president 
of the group, told Scranton in a 
letter that the increase would 
“help 
remove 
the 
economic 
Strait jacket in which the ad­ 
ministrators cf our m e n t a l 
health service have found them­ 
selves.” 
The 1964 65 appropriation for 
mental health services totalled 
some $121 million. 
The recommendation calls for 
$8 million in additional funds for 
mental hospitals; $5 million for 
schools for the mentally retard­ 
ed and $2 million for state aid 
and reimbursement to local com­ 
munities which provide diagnos­ 
tic, evaluation and mental health 
services. 
“ We will take whatever steps 
are necessary to furnish the leg­ 
islature and the public with in­ 
formation on the current obsta­ 
cles faced by mental institutions 
due in large part to the lack of 
sufficient funds to recruit and 
retain the skilled personnel that 
is needed.” Justin said. 
He added, however, that the 
$15 million re co m m e n d a tio n 
makes no provision for higher 
pay for mental health personnel.

Speaker for the evening was 
Prof. Norman L. Annis. assistant 
professor of arts at Gettysburg 
College, who spoke on life in In­ 
dia as he observed it during a 
visit to that country. He showed J 
colored slides to illustrate his 
talk. 
Prof. Annis described India as 
a developing country over-popu­ 
lated with 460 million people liv­ 
ing in an area only one-third the 
size of the United States with a 
substandard soil which produces 
about 20 per cent of the average 
soil in the U. S. Low production 
is due mainly to the lack of water 
and little or no fertilizer, he said. 
The United States has loaned 
or given India $5 million in as­ 
sistance and Russia is currently 
financing most of the cost of 
seven large dams being built tg 
hold back water, the speaker 
said. “Poverty is the chief prob­ 
lem in India. Death by starva­ 
tion is partly caused by the In­ 
dian habits of diet since they will 
not eat certain kinds of food. In­ 
dian religion is complicated and 
has a great influence on the lives 
of the people. Most Indian people 
are of the Hindu religion. Less 
than three per cent are Buddhists. 
The Indian government is divid­ 
ing the one-half million villages 
into townships consisting of ap­ 
proximately IOO villages where 
they are organizing schools and 
health education programs. 
“The average Indian home has 
no furniture whatsoever, eating 
and sleeping on the floor and gen­ 
erally living out-doors during the 
hottest weather. The city of Bom­ 
bay is estimated to have 25,000 
pavement 
dwellers 
or persons 
without any home. Until recently 
women could not own property. I 
Therefore, by custom women and 
girls were given great quantities 
of jewelry,” he said.
